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The committee appointed to examine and report 
the Amount of the Joint Charge on the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, between the ift of January 
1801, and the ift of January .1806, what Proportion thereof has 
been defrayed by Great Britain and Ireland refpeaively, and what 
Balance remains due from either Part of the 'United Kingdom to 
the other, according to the Provifions of the A£t of the 39th and 
40th Year of His Prefent Majeify, for the Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland ; and likewife to conhder of and report the beft means 
of afcertaining in future the Amount of’fuch Balance as may be due 
from Great Britain or Ireland refpeflively, at the expiration of each 
Year : and who were empowered to report their Proceedings from 
time to time to the Houfe ;^Have, purfuant to the Order of 
the Houfe, proceeded to conhder the Matters to them referred, and 
have agreed to the following REPO R T, viz. 

Y our Committee are not enabled to report the Joint Charge on 
Great Britain and Ireland, or to afcertain the relative htuatioii of 
the two Countries,' as to their Expenditure, in confequence of an Error 
..in the formation of the Accounts tranfmitted to them on the part of 
•Ireland, 'in which the Sums expended for Services prior to the Union 
.are not diftinguifhcd with fuffident exadtnefs. Your Committee, there- 
fore, thought themfelves bound to call before them fuch Officers as they 
-fuppofed were moft capable of giving them information as to the mode 
of keeping and auditing the Public Accounts in Ireland, with a view to 
afcertain in what maimer the intention of Parliament could heft be car- 
ried into effect ; and having difcovered, by the Evidence taken before 
them, to what Offices application muft he made for thefe Accounts, they 
have direded their Chairman to move that the faid Accounts be laid 
before the Houfe of Commons early in the next Seffion of Parliament. 
They have, thefefore, the fatisfaftion of believing, that their invefiigation 
has led to put the Bnfinefs referred . to them in fuch a train, as to leave 
;no doubt that, fhould the Committee be revived in the enfuing Seffion, 
tthey will then be able to prefent a definitive Report pn the fiibjedl. 
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
